Methodist Leaders Teach That 
the Eternal God Who Met 
Moses Was a Mere 
Mountain Divinity 

“How was Moses trained in 
the desert? 


“Driven out of Egypt, it 
seemed that life had closed 
down upon him, and he settled 
into the routine of a desert 
shepherd. There, under the 
tutelage of a desert sheik 
named Jethro, a local priest 
(Exod, 2:16), whose daughter 
he married (Exod. 2:21), he 
learned about a divinity named 
‘Yahweh’ or ‘Jehovah’ (some- 
times called ‘Elohim’), who, 
according to local beliefs, in- 


habited a mountain named 
Sinai (sometimes called 
“‘Horeb,’ Exod. 3:1). Moses’ 
meeting with this new divinity 
proved to be the hinge of his 
life. News which filtered 
through to him from Egypt 
told of the sufferings of his 
kinsmen (Exod. 2:23-25; 3:7- 
12). His conscience became so 
stirred and his sympathies so 
aroused that he gave the mat- 
ter much thought during the 
weeks and months that he 
herded sheep, and, at last, in- 
spired by the belief that this 
mountain divinity, Yahweh, 
had called him to deliver his

per at the judgment. Jesus always 
told the truth. He could not he 
and be the Son of God. Jesus 
asked one day: “What shall it pro- 
fit a man, if 
whole world, and lose his own 
soul? Or what shall a man give in 
exchange for his soul?” (Mark 8: 
36, 37). 

I have a strong conviction that 
sin never brings anything good in- 
to anybody’s life. I also have a 
strong conviction that every sin 
will produce bad fruit in the life 
of every person who commits sin. 
I believe sin can and will be for- 
given but the consequences will 
manifest themselves in life. I base 
my conviction..on the Word of 
God. “Be not deceived; God is not 
mocked: for whatsoever a man 
soweth, that ‘shall he also reap” 
(Gal. 6:7). 

“Can a man take fire in his bos- 
om, and his clothes not be burn- 
ed?” (Prov. 6:27). 

“Be sure your sin will find you 
out” (Num. 32:23). 

I believe a Christian’s sins will 
find him out as well as the sins 
of a lost person. I believe every- 
one who walks in the way of the 
transgressor will find it a hard 
way. I have personally witnessed 
some mighty pitiful results of sin 
in the lives of Christian people as 
well as lost people. God forgave 
but oh, the terrible consequences 
of sin in the life! 

Here are several examples to 
prove that “the way of transgres- 
sors is hard.” 


Lot 


Look first at the experience of 
Lot. In Genesis 19:14 we read the 
heart-breaking result of his sin. 
“And Lot went out, and spake un- 
to his sons in law, which married 
his daughters, and said, Up, get 
you out of this place: for the Lord 
will destroy this city. But he 
seemed as one that mocked unto 
his sons in law.” 

Lot’s Uncle Abraham had given 
him first choice of the land. Lot 
chose the well-watered plains of 
Jordan and “pitched his tent 
toward Sodom.” He finally moved 
into the city. After he had lived 
there several years—in fact, had 
raised his family there—God saw 
that the city was too wicked to be 
allowed to exist any longer. God 
vowed to completely destroy it, 
and told Abraham what He was 
going to do. Abraham immediately 
began to plead with the Lord to 
spare the city. He began by asking 
God to spare it if fifty righteous 
people could be found in it, and 
finally stopped at the number ten. 
God promised that if ten righteous 
people could be found, He would 
spare the city. However, ten could 
not be found. The sad truth was, 
Lot had not won a single soul. He 
had not won a single one of his 
children nor his own wife. 

Lot had not given God first 
place in his life through the years; 
he .was too busy making money. 
He sinned terribly as any person 
will who puts material gain ahead 
of God. 

Lot regarded the wicked men 
of Sodom as equal with himself; 
in Genesis 19:7 he calls them 
“brethren.” They did not respect 
him. The world never respects a 
compromiser. They came to break 
into his house and molest his 
guests. He then offered to give 
them his two pure virgin daugh- 
ters to do with as they pleased if 
they would go away and not both- 
er him. He was about like a great 
many people today who will let 
their own children go to Hell be- 
fore they will take a stand against 
sin. I would have thought so much 
more of him if he would have 
reached back inside the house and 
got a stick of stove wood and 
waded in on that ungodly bunch 
and split a few heads. No, he so

was used to compromising with the 
Devil’s crowd that he thought 
nothing of it now. 

Are ‘you in that condition? Are 
you so far gone that you, too, will 
let your own children go on to 
Hell before you take a stand like 
every Christian ought to? Then 
I hope this message will wake you 
up and that you will see your folly 
before it is too late. 

Lot tried to get his sons-in-law 
and married daughters out of the 
city, but they only laughed at him, 
They wouldn’t believe him. 

Fleeing with his two single 
daughters and his wife, they got 
out before the city was destroyed. 
However, his wife turned and 
looked back and was turned into 
a pillar of salt. He and the two 
girls lived together in a cave. The 
two girls got their daddy drunk 
two nights in succession, and the 
sad story is that “both the daugh- 
ters of Lot were with child by 
their father’ (Gen. 19:36). 

This, too, reveals the past life 
of Lot. He was evidently one of 
these fellows who see no harm in 
having a little beer in the ice-box. 
‘A little drink for business rea- 
sons won't hurt,” “a little toddy 
on a cold morning won’t hurt 
you.” You may fool the outsiders 
but, neighbor, you can’t fool your 
children. Lot’s daughters knew he 
would drink and the tiger of a 
habit he had been nursing through 
the years rose up in his hour of 
despair and overwhelmed him. 

Can’t you see Lot now, sitting 
out on the hillside broken-hearted, 
his wife turned to a pillar of salt,

“Methodism is determined to 
preach a gospel that insists 
that all men are brothers and 
children of one Father, to 
whom final loyalty is due.”— 
Episcopal Address General 
Conference, 1948 

These four statements are typi- 
cal of scores of similar statements 
found in Methodist literature. They 
all set forth the same error, that 
God is the Father of all. But the 
Scriptures are clear, that fallen hu- 
manity does not possess essential 
sonship with God. It is necessary 
according to John 1:12 to receive 
the Lord Jesus Christ before one 
becomes a son of God. 

Are we to believe that each one 
of the soldiers dead, regardless of 
relationship to the Lord Jesus 
Christ, is a child of God, still the 
object of His abiding and unwav- 
ering love? What about those sol- 
diers in Japan who worshipped 
their ancestors and who believed 
their emperor to be ‘divine? What 
about those soldiers in Germany 
whose sole authority had been Hit- 
ler’s book, Mein Kampf? What 
about those of the armed forces in 
Italy bound in the pagan super- 
stitions of Rome? Are we to be- 
lieve that anyone who rejects the 
Lord Jesus Christ and leaves this 
life is a child of God? How differ- 
ent are the plain statements of 
Scripture! One will suffice—I John 
3:10, “In this the children of God 
are manifest, and the children of 
the devil: whosoever doeth not 
righteousness is not of God, neither 
he that loveth not his brother.” 
Such statements as have just been 
quoted do away with the necessity 
of the Cross of Calvary and the 
new birth. 


The Trinity—Methodist Lead- 
er Teaches That the Trinity 
Is a New Testament 
Concept 


“The richness and variety of 
the experience of God in Christ 
began to overflow the cus- 
tomary Hebraic forms of 
theism, In addition to Jewish 
monotheism, one God, sole sov- 
ereign, Christianity was soon 
adding one Lord who supreme- 
ly revealed Him and one in- 
dwelling spirit immediately 
available to every believer. 
Thus the Trinity concept was 
born out of the need of the 
early Christians to interprct 
the new and fuller and richer 
experience of God which was 
theirs in Christ. They felt 
themselves dealing with God 
‘as Creator and Father, as in- 
carnate Saviour and Charac- 
ter, as the interior Spirit of 
Power.’” — Rev. Richard C. 
Raines, Christian Advocate, 
January 15, 1942. 


How false is this statement! An 
illustration given by Dr. B. B. 
Warfield will help reveal the truth 
of the Scriptures in regard to the 
Trinity. 

“The Old Testament may be 
likened to a chamber richly 
furnished but dimly lighted; 
the introduction of light brings 
into it nothing which was not 
an it before, but it brings out 
into clearer view much of what 
is in it but was only dimly or 
even not all perceived before 

. The New Testament writ- 
ers felt no incongruity between 
their doctrine of the Trinity 
and the Old Testament con- 
ception of God. They do not 
place two new Gods by the 
side of Jehovah . , . They do 
not even betray any lurking 
feeling that they are making 
innovations Obviously 
they understand themselves 
and wish to be understood as 
setting forth in the Father, 
Son and Spirit just the One 
God that the God of the Old 
Testament revelation is . . 
It certainly amounts to saying 
that they saw the Triune God 
whom they worshipped, in the 
God of the Old Testament... 
The God of the Old Testa- 
ment was their God and their 
God was a Trinity . It is 
clear, in other words, that, as 
we read the New Testament, 
we are not witnessing the birth 
of a new conception of God.” 
—International Standard Bible 
Encyclopedia, p. 3014. 


There are many verses which

taken together reveal the Trinity. 
In the passages following, God and 


His Word and His Spirit are 
brought together as co-causes of 
effects: Psalm 33:6, Isaiah 61:1, 


Isaiah 63:9-12, Haggai 2:5,6. The 
most natural interpretation is that 
these refer to the Trinity. 


Divinity of Christ—Methodist 
Leader Says That Jesus Did 
Not.Claim to Be God. 


Writing on the divinity of Christ, 
Dr. Léwis states “He no- 
where speaks of Himself as though 
he actually were God” (Great 
Christian Teachings, p. 62). The 
Lord Jesus Christ did claim to be 
God and the Jews so understood 
it. In John 10:30-33 He said, “I 
and my Father are one.” Then the 
Jews took_up stones to stone Him, 
as they said, “for blasphemy; and 
because that thou, being a man, 
makest thyself God.” 


Descent of Christ from David 
—Methodist Leaders Say 
That Jesus Dismissed 
Aghtly the Idea That 
e Was a Descendant 
of David 

“Alongside their doctrine of 
the Messiah, a belief had 
grown up among the Jews that 
no Messiah was genuine who 
did not descend from David. 
This appears several times in 
the New Testament (Acts 2: 
30 ff; 13:22,23; Rom. 1:3; Il 
Tim., 2:8; Rev. 22:16), though 
Jesus Himself dismissed the 
idea rather lightly” (Matt. 22: 
43-45). — Know Your Bible 
Series, No. 12, p. 34. 

Did Jesus “rather lightly” dis- 
miss the idea that no Messiah was 
genuine who did not descend from 
David? The Scripture cited in proof 
of this statement is Matthew 22: 
43-45. Instead of dismissing the 
idea lightly, our Lord used this 
passage to prove His deity as well 
as His humanity. He claimed to 
be David’s Lord as well as David's 
son. The Lord Jesus Christ is 
David's son by natural descent, but 
He is David’s Lord by virtue of 
His pre-existence as the eternal Son 
of God. Before Christ was born 
of the seed of David, He was called 
Lord by David (Psa. 110:1). This 
certainly is not dismissing rather 
lightly the idea of His descent from 
David. 


Person of Christ—Methodist 
Leaders Do Not Teach That 
the Lord Jesus Christ 
Was God Manifested in 
the Flesh 


“It is not our faith that 
Jesus on earth was omniscient. 
He was truly man. In Him 
God was incarnate, that is, 
God entered into human life 
and was present in that meas- 
ure in which it was possible 
for the Eternal to be in man 
on earth. Jesus Himself de- 
clared that not even the Son 
knew ‘of that day or that hour’ 

. To believe in the incarna- 
tion is to believe that Jesus 
was truly man and that in 
Him the living God was truly 
present. 

“If now our Lord Himself 
was not omniscient in details 
like this, why should we ex- 
pect infallibility of the New 
Testament writers.”—Dr. H. F. 
Rall, Christian Advocate, Jan- 
uary 17, 1946. 

The Lord Jesus Christ, in the 
above passage, is not presented to 
us as God manifested in the flesh 
(I Tim, 3:16). He is not seen as 
the only begotten of the Father, 
full of grace and truth (John 1:14). 
But rather, it is taught that He 
was merely a man who realized in 
His own life the fullest possibility 
of the indwelling of God. The dif- 
ference between the Lord Jesus 
Christ and other men would not 
be, therefore, a difference as to 
person, The difference would be 
simply that in Him God was pres- 
ent in greater measure than in other 
men. 


The Virgin Birth—Methodist 
Leaders Teach That Jesus 
Could Be Regarded as the 
Son of Joseph 

The importance of belief in the 
Virgin Birth of the Lord Jesus 
Christ is clearly set forth in Dr. J. 
Gresham Machen’s book, The Vir- 
gin Birth of Christ. Dr. Machen 
declares that the authority of the 
Bible depends upon the truth of 
the Virgin Birth, “Our salvation

his children destroyed in the city, 
all his life’s work and savings 
gone, his two single girls about to 
bear illegitimate children. This is 
the high cost of low living. ‘The 
way of the transgressor is hard.” 


Samson 


Let us look at Samson. 

Samson was without doubt the 
strongest man who ever lived. My, 
the mighty things he could do! 
Again and again the Spirit of the 
Lord came upon him and enabled 
him to perform mighty feats. He 
was able to catch three hundred 
foxes and tie firebrands between 
their tails and burn up his ene- 
mies’ wheat fields. He was able 
to break new ropes as though they 
were ashes. He whipped and kil- 
led a thousand men at one time, 
and the only weapon he had was 
the jawbone of a dumb brute. He 
could pick up the gate of a city, 
posts and all, and set them out on 
top of a hill. He was a mighty man 
and could perform seemingly im- 
possible feats. 

However, there was one thing 
he could not do: He couldn’t sin 
and get away with it. He couldn't 
sow the seed and not reap the 
harvest. He played and toyed with 
sin until it got the best of him. 
He told the secret of his great 
strength to a wicked woman and 
she had his hair shaved off. He 
might have looked better with a 
haircut, but he lost his power. In 
Judges 16:21 we read of the tra- 
gedy: “The Philistines. took him, 
and put out his eyes, and brought 
him down to Gaza, and bound him 
with fetters of brass; and he did 
grind in the prison house.” Sin 
made a sissy out of him. It was a 
woman’s job in those days to grind 
the corn. 

It was the high cost of low liv- 
ing. He too found that “the way 
of the transgressor is hard.” 


David 

Let us look at David. 

He was clever, he thought, with 
his sin. After he had committed 
the sin of adultery with Bath-sheba 
and had given the order for her 
husband, Uriah, to be put:’in the 
front lines where he would be kil- 
led and was killed, David married 
Bath-sheba and thought that all 
was well. The whole story is told 
in II Samuel 11. Nathan the 
preacher came before David and 
told of how a rich man had taken 
a poor man’s one little ewe lamb 
and killed it and fed his guest in- 
stead of taking of his own abun- 
dance. When asked what should 
be done to such a man, David re- 
plied: “As the Lord liveth, the 
man that hath done this thing 
shall surely die: and he shall re- 
store the lamb fourfold, because 
he did this thing, and because he 
had no pity” (II Sam. 12:5, 6). 

Nathan’s reply was, “Thou art 
the man.” ‘David, you are the fel- 
low I am talking about.’ The arrow 
of truth went straight to his 
heart and in Psalm 51:1-13 we 
read his prayer of repentance: 


“Have mercy upon me, O God, 
according to thy lovingkindness: 
according unto the multitude of 
thy tender mercies blot out my 
transgressions. Wash mé thorough- 
ly from mine iniquity, and cleanse 
me from my sin. For I acknow- 
ledge my trangressions: and my 
sin is ever before me. Against 
thee, thee only, have I sinned, and 
done this evil in thy sight: that 
thou mightest be justified when 
thou speakest, and be clear when 
thou judgest. Behold, I was shapen 
in iniquity; and in sin did my 
mother conceive me. _ Behold, 
thou desirest truth in the inward 
parts: and in the hidden part thou 
shalt make me to know wisdom. 
Purge me with hyssop, and I shall 
be clean: wash me, and I will 
be whiter than snow. Make me to 
hear joy and gladness; that the 
bones which thou hast broken may 
rejoice, Hide thy face from my 
sins, and blot out all mine iniqui- 
ties. Create in me a clean heart, 
O God; and renew a right spirit 
within me. Cast me not away from 
thy presence; and take not thy 
holy spirit from me. Restore unto 
me the joy of thy salvation; and 
uphold me with thy free spirit. 
Then will I teach transgressors

thy ways; and sinners shall be 
converted unto thee.” 


I know God heard this prayer 
and forgave his sin, but think of 
the terrible consequences. Hear 
the Word of the Lord: “Now 
therefore the sword shall never 
depart from thine house; because 
thou hast despised me, and hast 
taken the wife of Uriah the Hit- 
tite to be thy wife” (II Sam. 12: 
10). 


“And David said unto Nathan, I 
have sinned against the Lord. And 
Nathan said unto David, The Lord 
also hath put away thy sin; thou 
shalt not die. Howbeit, because by 
this deed thou hast given greata 
occasion to the enemies of the 
Lord to blaspheme, the child also 
that is born unto thee shall surely 
die” (II Sam. 12:13, 14). The 
child did die as Nathan had said, 
but this wasn’t the end of the con- 
sequences of his sin. David's son 
Amnon ruined his sister ‘Tamer. 
Absalom, the other son, found out 
about it and arranged to have 
Amnon killed. Then he tried to 
take his father’s throne away 
from him. Absalom’s army was 
defeated by David’s soldiers. Ab- 
salom, fleeing on muleback, 
caught his head in the boughs of 
an oak tree and was killed by his 
father’s soldiers. After he was 
buried the news was brought back 
to David and in II Sam. 18:33 our 
hearts are moved for the heart- 
broken father: “And the king was 
much moved, and went up to the 
chamber over the gate, and wept: 
and as he went, thus he said, O 
my son Absalom, my son, my son 
Absalom! Would God I had died 
for thee, O Absalom, my son, my 
son!” 


This was the high cost of low 


living. He too found out that ‘“‘the 
way of “the transgressor is hard.” 


Judas 

Let us look next at Judas. 

Judas was one of the twelve 
disciples. In fact, he was the 
treasurer of the group. He walked 
and talked and lived with the Lord 
Jesus here upon the earth. He saw 
Jesus perform mighty miracles, 
listened to His matchless teaching 
and observed His sinless life. Yet 
Judas made a bargain to betray 
Jesus into the hands of sinful men 
for thirty pieces of silver. He kept 
his agreement and betrayed Jesus 
with a kiss. After Jesus was taken 
into Pilate’s court and Judas saw 
that he was condemned, he went 
to the chief priests. The account 
of what happened then is. given 
in Matthew 27:3-5: 


“Then Judas, which had betray- 
ed him, when he saw that he was 
condemned, repented himself, and 
brought again the thirty pieces of 
silver to the chief priests and 
elders saying, I have sinned in 
that I have betrayed the innocent 
blood, And they said, What is that 
to us? See thou to that. And he 
cast down the pieces of silver in 
the temple, and departed, and 
went and hanged himself.” 


He couldn’t get away from his 
sin. His accusing conscience sent 
him back to the men he had made 
the bargain with and when he 
couldn’t undo his sin, it drove him 
to his death. I can imagine Judas 
trying to sleep after he had be- 
trayed Jesus. As he closed his 
eyes, the words, “Thirty pieces of 
Silver,” danced in his brain. He 
opens his eyes, and it seems that 
the words, “Thirty pieces of sil- 
ver,” shone in letters of fire on 
the ceiling. He turns on his side, 
and there they are on the wall: 
he turns on his other side and 
they are on the other’ wall. 
Every sound of the night—the 
chirp of the cricket, the hoot of 
the owl, the howl of the coyote, 
the bark of the dog, thé soft 
blowing of the wind, the scraping 
of the branches—all echo and re- 
echo the words, “Thirty pieces of 
silver!” He rushes after a sleep- 
less night to try to undo his wrong 
and failing init, his reason snapped 
and he rushed to a madman’s 
death. It was the high cost of low 
living. He found that “the way of 
the transgressor is hard.” 


You, too, will be. unable to get 
away from an accusing conscience. 


Some day your conscience will rise 


and paint your sin with letters 
of fire upon the canvas of your 
soul. No matter where you go, no 
matter how well you hide your- 
self or your sin, you cannot get 
away from yourself. Many people, 
because of an accusing conscience, 
have wound up in a padded cell, 
or, like Judas, have done away 
with themselves. I tell you, it 
costs too much to live on a low 
level. The way of the transgres- 
sor is a hard way! 


The Way of American 
Transgressors Is 
Hard, Too 


Let us think for a moment of 
the criminal record of the United 
States. 

In 1950 there were 1,790,030 
major crimes committed. 

A major crime was committed 
every 18 seconds. 

Every five minutes there was a 
crime of murder, manslaughter, 
rape, or assault with intent to kill. 

We are told that there are 3,- 
000,000 unwed mothers in Ameri- 
ca. It is estimated that 65,000 girls 
disappear into the redlight dis- 
tricts every year. It is also said 
that 25,000 people commit sui- 
cide in America every year. 

Sixty-five out of every 100 high 
school and college young people 
have already had illicit sexual re- 
lations. We are spending $20,000,- 
000 a year for crime. It is the high 
cost of low living. America is liv- 
ing on a low level and we are pay- 
ing for it. 

In America there are more bar- 
maids than there are college girls. 
There are approximately 458,000 
liquor stores. That means there 
is one liquor store for every 80 
families, one liquor store for every 
12 farms. 

In America there is one divorce 
in every three marriages. 

In Little Rock, Arkansas, in 
1951 there were more divorces 


granted than there were marriage 
licenses issued. 

In 1950 our people spent $9,500,- 
000.000 for liquor. They also spent 
$7,500,000,000 for tobacco. As a re- 
sult there are 2,500,000 chronic 
drunkards in the U.S.A. It is the 
high cost of low living. We are 
finding out that the way of the 
transgressor is hard. 

Shocking newspaper accounts 
also prove the truth of this Scrip- 
ture. 

While in a revival meeting at 
Mulberry Grove, Illinois, on April 
6. 1951, I picked up a copy of the 
St. Louis Star-Times. There in 
great bold block type I read the 
life summary of a man. Then fol- 
lowed the story. Here is what I 
saw: 

“He was born May I11, 1921. 

“When he was 11 years old his 
mother died. 

“When he was 12 he shot a 14- 
year-old playmate with a 22-cali- 
ber rifle over the affections of a 
12-year-old girl. 

“When he was 21 he married a 
singer, left her four hours after

the ceremony and never lived with 
her again. 


“When he was 27 he stabbed to 
death the lover of his second wife. 


“When he was 28, he was sen- 
tenced to 70 years in prison for 
second-degree murder and his fa- 
ther was killed in an auto crash, 


“At the age of 29, he died by his 
own hand on a lonely stretch of 
Texas prairie outside Houston, not 
far from the place where he was 
born. ' 


“So ended the career of a prom- 
inent St. Louis physician, a man 
who searched for love all his life, 
but found only death. 


“It is a tragedy as old as man. 
What will the wise ones say? The 
judges of the juvenile court and 
of the criminal court and of the 
divorce court? And the doctors 
and the psychiatrists? 


“All these branches of wisdom 
knew him. But none of them could 
save him, nor the three families 
he destroyed, his own, his wife’s, 
her lover's.”

to the sick of the palsy,) I say un- 
to thee, Arise, and take up thy 
bed, and go thy way into thine 
house. And immediately he arose, 
took wp the bed, and went forth 
before them all; insomuch that 
they were all amazed, and glori- 
fied God, saying, We never saw 
it on this fashion.”—Mark 2:1-12. 


Now this man with ten legs 
was able to go home with two. 
That’s what his friends who loaned 
him their legs were able to do 
for him. The eight borfowed legs 
brought him to Christ for heal- 
ing and salvation. I am going to 
borrow those eight legs myself 
tonight and with them bring you 
a message from God which I pray 
you will never forget. Oh, may 
God burn this sermon into your 
heart and mind so that it will 
get down into your feet and you 
will go out to become legs for 
some helpless’ soul and carry that 
soul to Jesus. 

We are living in a day when 
it is harder than it ever was in 
our lifetime to get unsaved in to 
hear the gospel. And obviously 
God cannot save sinners in a ser- 
vice if they are not there to be 
saved. The present _ situation, 
therefore, is a challenge to us to 
go out after the lost. If they have 
no desire to come, we must, with 
God’s help, create desire within 
them. We can compel some to 
come by our very earnestness, 
our winsomeness, our determina- 
tion not to let them go. 


The churches today that are 
reaching the lost are using this 
method of providing legs for the 
in Detroit 
has grown in a few years from 
almost nothing to 3000 by house- 
to-house visitation! Where souls 
are. being saved in large numbers 
today it is because Christians in 
those churches are working on 
their friends and neighbors before- 
hand and have them almost half 
saved by the time they finally 
get them to the service. The rest 
for the preacher is easy. A preach- 
er would have to be a wooden 
man who could not bring such 
worked-over, prayed-over souls to 
a full and final decision. 


And this leg-lending business 
is nothing new. It’s the Biblical 
method. In preparation for this 
message I read through the four 
Gospels to count the different 
cases of healing, and of twenty 
cases of healing, only four or five 
came by themselves. The rest 
were all brought by others. 

Where, I ask you, in all the 
Bible is there a command for a 
Sinner to go to church? Where 
does it say we are to put an adver- 
tisement in the paper, ring a bell, 
and then sit down and wait for 
them to come? The Bible nowhere 
says to the sinner, “Go to church”; 
it does say to the church, “Go to 
the sinner.’ It says, ““Go out into 
the highways and hedges, and 
compel them to come in, that my 
house may be filled” (Luke 14: 
23). It says, “Go ye into all the 
world, and preach the gospel to 
every creature” (Mark 16:15). It 
says, “Go home to thy friends, 
and tell them how great things 
the Lord hath done for thee” 
(Mark 5:19). It says, “He that 
goeth forth and weepeth, bear- 
ing precious seed, shall doubt- 
less come again with rejoicing, 
bringing his sheaves with him” 
(Psa. 126:6). All along to the 
church God says, Go! Go! Go!

And when this healed 
paralytic in after years gave his 
testimony, who heard it with such 
joy and delight as the four men 
whose legs had brought him to 
the Saviour? 

And this joy will be an eternal 
joy. There will be a special bond 
of affection in Heaven between 
the saved sinner and the Chris- 
tian who led him to Christ. Think 
of meeting Christians in Heaven 
millions of years hence whom you 
helped lead to Christ. Do you think 
that joy will ever fade? 


Dishonest Praying When We 
Do Not Go After Sinners 


I have often tried to picture 
this service where the quartette 
rais¢@ the roof. What a commo- 
tion! Luke tells us they “broke 
up the tiling’ to get their friend 
down through the roof! You can 
imagine the disturbance and the 
dust they would raise! Perhaps 
Jesus had not yet started preach- 
ing. Likely He was waiting—as 


we've all had to wait—for the 
leader to get through with the 
endless preliminaries. I can im- 


agine I hear one fellow leading 
the congregation in prayer: “O 
God, save the lost all around us. 
We are gathered to pray for the 
lame, the halt, the sick and the 
blind. Lord, bring them in from 
the fields of sin. O° God, smite 
Sinners with conviction.” Just 
then, I can imagine a big piece of 
plaster from the roof ‘fell on his 
head and finished both him and his 
prayer! Sure, Deacon, I know the 
Bible doesn’t declare that, but it 
doesn’t deny it either. And if that 
isn’t what happened to him, it is 
too bad it didn’t if such were the 
circumstances. 


I'll ask you, dear people, if it 
is not sheer presumption asking 
God to do the job He has given 
us to do? Why ask God to send 
the unsaved in when He has told 
us to go out and bring them in? 
How do we expect God to send 
them in? He has no legs but ours: 
no hands but ours; no voice but 
ours. Whom will He use to invite 
Sinners to come to church? He 
can't use angels. They would scare 
Sinners to death. He has given 
this task, not to angels, but to 
men. 


I confess to you I am preach- 
ing to my own heart here to- 
night. I am often compelled to 
question the sincerity of my own 
prayers. If our prayers for the 
lost are sincere prayers we shall 
do all we can to help God an- 
swer them by going out after the 
lost. We need to put feet into our 
prayers, and legs into our long- 
ing to see men saved. For a 
Christian to weep over the lost 
and yet do nothing to save them 
is to shed crocodile tears. 


Up there in Sault Ste. Marie 
one winter it was 30° below zero. 
A man and his wife lived in a 
log cabin. In the night the wood 
fire burned out and at four a.m. 
it was near zero inside the cabin. 
She stood on the cold floor in 
her nightdress shivering with the 
cold as she tried to get the fire 
Started. Her husband was a very 
tenderhearted man. He lay in bed 
with the blankets pulled up 
around his neck watching her 
shiver and could not bear the 
sight..So he pulled up the bed- 
clothes to cover his eyes and 
froze his feet because of a tender 
heart! 


If our compassion for the lost 
is genuine it will lead to action. 
Dr. Torrey said: ‘No prayer is 
sincere unless we do our utmost 
to get our prayer answered.” A 
man might as well whistle to the 
moon as ask God to save souls 
while he does nothing to save 
them.

alyzed; he was helpless to come 
of himself.

There are thousands of such to- 
day. They live all around every 
church. Almost under the shadow 
of every church steeple are men 
and women unsaved who could 
be saved if some Christians went 
after them and brought them to 
Christ directly or even to the 
church services where the gospe] 
would reach them. If we go after 
them, then as certainly as God 
speaks truth, we shall win some 
of them for “he that goeth forth 
and weepeth, bearing precious 
seed, shall doubtless come again 
with rejoicing, bringing his sheaves 
with him” (Psa. 126:6). 

And do you think the Devil, 
that great enemy of God and man, 
doesn’t know this and doesn’t do 
his utmost to keep us from bring- 
ing in the lost? The master stroke 
of Satan is to get Christians so 
busy with what is called church 
work that all their time and en- 
ergy is monopolized by multi- 
tudinous organizations and com- 
mittees to the exclusion of soul 
winning. The Devil doesn’t care 
what we do with our time and 
strength as long as it is not be- 
ing used to bring sinners to Christ. 


Consider the situation in the 
average church. The unsaved men 
connected with the church and 
Sunday School are home only in 
the evening. But what pastor is 
free to visit such men in their 
home with a gospel invitation 
when he has an_ interminable 
round of Board and Committee 
meetings to attend, taking up 
every night of the week? I tell 
you, we need a return to the 
simplicity and passion of early 
Christianity where the primary 
work of both preachers and peo- 
ple was witnessing to the lost 
and leading them to Christ.

awareness that they have no more 
than a few months left in which 
to press on a doomed society their 
offer of salvation?

Thus did the St. Louis Star- 
Times of April 6, 1951, sum up the 
life of a prominent young St. 
Louis physician. 

The reason the paper gave for 
his stabbing his wife’s lover to 
death was as follows: The doctor’s 
wife had been accepting dates 
with another man. They frequent- 
ly drank at bars and danced to- 
gether. Then one night she drank 
too much, the man took her home 
and the final step of sin was ta- 
ken. Her husband found out about 
it and followed the man to a Ce- 
dar Rapids, Iowa, hotel and 
stabbed him to death. 

This tragedy was the high cost 
of low living. 

An Arkansas mechanic spent a 
night in drinking and came to 
himself and found a dead nurse 
in the car beside him. He drove 
to police headquarters, was ar- 
rested and condemned for her 
murder. He went to the electric 
chair, never confessing to 
crime. It, too, was the high cost 
of low living. Two lives tragically

The 
Bible contains that history and 
unless that history is true the au- 
thority of the Bible is gone and 
we who have put our trust in the 
Bible are without hope” (p. 385). 
Dr. Machen continues, “The Bible 
teaches the Virgin Birth of Christ;

What is the position of the lead- 
ers of the Methodist Church on 
this vital doctrine? Regarding the 
important passage of Luke 1:26- 
38, Dr. Edwin Lewis writes: 

“Or it may be interpreted as 
a pictorial account of the emo- 
tions of a pure young Jewish 
maiden, recently betrothed, 
who is looking forward to her 
married life, and cherishing the 
fond hope that she may be the 
mother of the long-expected 
Messiah. In other words, all 
that is said in Luke 1:26-38 
could be accepted as true and 
at the same time Jesus be re- 
garded as the son of Joseph.” 
—Great Christian Teachings, 
p. 57.

And yet, Dr. Lewis says that 
Jesus may be regarded as the son 
of Joseph, Furthermore, Dr. Lewis 
would have us believe that belief 
in the Virgin Birth is not neces- 
sary to Christian discipleship. 

“Since there must have been 
many who accepted Jesus as 

* their Lord and Saviour with- 

- out ever having heard of the 

s'Virgin Birth, the belief can 

hardly be called indispensable 

to Christian discipleship.” — 
Great Christian Teachings, p. 
58. 

Dr. J. Gresham Machen com- 
ments upon such a statement as 
given above. He writes that the hy- 
pothetical case of a man who never 
heard is quite different from any 
case that can actually arise today. 

“Never to have heard of the 
Virgin Birth is an entirely dif- 
ferent thing from rejecting it 
after one has heard it attested 
in New Testament.books ... 
The real question at this point 
is not whether there were 
primitive Christians who had 
never heard the story of the 
Virgin Birth, but whether there 
were primitive Christians who 
rejected the story when it was 
heard . . We can say that 
perhaps not one man out of a 
hundred of those who deny the 
Virgin Birth today, gives any 
really clear evidence of pos- 


sessing saving faith.” — The 
Virgin Birth of Christ, pp. 392, 
393, 396. 


The Cross of Christ—Metho- 
dist Leaders State That 
Language Describing the 
' Cross Is Extravagant, 
and That the Cross Is 
Not Necessary to 
Change God’s 
Attitude to Us 


“Concerning the Cross,” Dr. 
Lewis declares, “the first Chris- 
tians were so convinced that Christ 
‘suffered on their behalf’ that they 
made use of the strongest sort of 
metaphors to express their faith. 
He was our ‘ransom’; He was our 
‘propitiation’; He was our ‘sacri- 
fice’; he was our ‘price’... The 
language of devotion easily be- 
comes extravagant” (Great Chris- 
tian Teachings, p. 48). Dr. Lewis 
teaches that these words were not 
words chosen by the Holy Spirit, 
but words that really exaggerated 
the meaning of the sacrifice of 
Christ. 

Dr. Lewis teaches further that 
to accept these various words— 
“ransom,” ‘“propitiation,” “sacri- 
fice” and ‘“price’—at face value 
would mean that God will not for- 
give until. His “wrath” has been 
“appeased” or until His “honor” 
has been “satisfied” or until His 


“justice” has been “vindicated.” By 
using the following-illustration, Dr. 
Lewis thus rejects any idea of 
Christ suffering on our behalf. 
“Suppose there were a fath- 
er who had one son who loved 
and obeyed him perfectly, and 
many other sons who were 
continually grieving him by 
their disobedience. What 
should we think of such a 
father who said that he would 
not forgive the disobedient 
sons until he had first of all 
inflicted the most dreadful 
punishment upon the one son 
who was obedient? Yet that 
is what we have been asked to 
believe was the method of God 
the Father in relation to our 
salvation . It is not true 
that His sufferings were nec- 
essary to change God's atti- 
tude toward us.” — Great 
Christian Teachings, p. 49. 

One verse from God’s Word will 
put to silence all the human rea- 
soning expressed above: “Without 
shedding of blood is no remission” 
| (Heb, 9:22). The Saviour Himself 
'declared, “This is my blood of the 
new testament, which is shed for 
many for the remission of sins” 
(Matt. 26:28). 

Dr. Lewis likewise rejects the 
biblical teaching of the necessity 
of satisfying the justice of a holy 
God. 


“He was willing to have 
Jesus Christ who loved Him 
perfectly, treated as a com- 
mon criminal. But why? Not 
because there had to be a 
satisfaction of His justice be- 
fore He could forgive men. Not 
because He demanded a sacri- 
fice as a condition to His be- 
ing gracious.” — Great Chris- 
tian Teachings, p. 51 
Such teaching would maintain 
that God can be gracious to sin- 
ners apart from Calvary’s Cross! 
What does the Word of God say? 
Romans 3:24,25 plainly teaches 
that we who believe are “justified 
freely by His grace through the 
redemption that is in Christ Jesus: 
Whom God hath set forth to be 
a propitiation through faith in his 
blood.” The Word of God is very 
clear that all grace to sinners is be- 
cause of the redemption that is in 
Christ Jesus and through faith in 
His blood, This truth Dr. Lewis 
denies by stating that God did not 
demand a sacrifice as a condition 
t@ His being gracious.

(41:8; 49:3) . .. But the fact 
that Jesus fits into the picture 
does not prove that the pro- 
phet was predicting Jesus. 
Since the prophet actually 
names Israel as the suffering 
servant, it would hardly be 
accurate to say he was pre- 
dicting another. It is certainly 
true that Jesus was a suffer- 
ing servant, but Israel seems 
to be the suffering servant the 
prophet had in mind.”—Know 
Your Brble Series, No. 4, p. 62. 


The whole drive of the above 
comment is to put the Lord Jesus 
Christ out of Isaiah 53, However, 
we are not left in doubt as to the 
Lord Jesus Christ being the One 
of whom the prophet spoke if we 
consult the inspired record in Acts 
8:28-35. The Ethiopian eunuch was 
reading this very passage, and 
Philip, led by the Holy Spirit, 
joins him to interpret it. Philip 
declares plainly the passage refers 
to Christ. “Then Philip opened his 
mouth, and began at the same 
scripture, and preached unto him 
Jesus.” 


Resurrection of Christ—Meth- 
odist Leaders State That 
the Facts Concerning the 
Resurrection of Christ 
Are Not to Be Ac- 
cepted As Literal 
Statements of 
Fact 

Regarding the resurrection of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, Dr. Lewis writes 


that the resurrection narratives

may be read “not as literal state- 
ments of fact, but as a more or 
less pictorial effort on the part of 
‘the early Christian community to 


‘account for their experience of 


Christ. That is to say, the narra- 
tives grew out of the experience 
rather than the experience out of 
the narratives” (Great Christian 
Teachings, p. 61). 


Dr. Lewis is here teaching that 
the early Christians were revived 
spiritually and tried to account for 
their new life by making up stor- 
ies of the resurrection of Christ. 
How different is the Word of God! 
“He is not here: for he is risen, as 
he said” (Matt. 28:6). 


Methodist Leaders State That 
Paul Writes to Accommo- 
date Readers and That 

Paul Contradicts 
Himself 


“The Bible often speaks as 
though the believer at death is 
immediately ushered into the 
presence of Christ. To be ab- 
sent from the body, says Paul, 
is to be present with the Lord 
(II Cor. 5:8; Phil. 1:23,24; 
Luke 16:22; Luke 23:42,43). 
This was in harmony with the 
way the Greeks to whom Paul 
was writing in our lesson pic- 
tured the future. But the Jew- 
ish members of the church, 
with their Old Testament back- 
ground, were familiar with 
such passage as ‘In death there 
is no remembrance of thee: in 
sheol who will give thee 
thanks’ (Psa. 6). So sometimes 
Paul speaks as though the be- 
liever sleeps until the resur- 


rection morn (I Thess. 4:16) 
.. , It is a waste of time to 
try to piece the various details 
of the Scripture references to 
the resurrection together.” — 
Dr. Rollin H. Walker, Chris- 
tian Advocate, March 26, 1942. 


Thus once more Dr. Walker holds 
before us a Bible with contradic- 
tions, Paul contradicting himself. 
In one place Paul declares that the 
soul is absent from the body and 
present with the Lord; in another 
passage he states that the believer 
sleeps, How strange of Paul thus 
to write if Dr. Walker’s comments 
are true. But when it is seen that 
sleep refers only to the body of 
the believer, all apparent contra- 
dictions disappear, The soul is at 
home with the Lord at death, the 
body sleeps. But Dr. Walker in- 
sists the Bible contains divergent 
views. “It is a waste of time to 


‘try to piece the various details of 


the Scripture references to the 
resurrection together.” “A waste 
of time” to find what Scripture 
teaches on any one subject such as 
the resurrection, by taking all the 
Scripture references and studying 
them to find their harmony, de- 
clares Dr. Walker! His thought is 
that they cannot be pieced together 
harmoniously.

Methodist Leaders Say That

“If by the resurrection of the 
body we are to understand 
that every human body, irfe- 
spective of the way in which 
it was destroyed, is some day 
to be restored, then we might 
as well give up any attempt 
to make the idea intelligible. 
But we are not required to be- 
lieve this at all . . . As pic- 
ture thinking it is justifiable 
enough. But when we take it 
out of the realm of imagina- 
tion and treat it as sober fact, 
we misunderstand the Bible 
and we put ar unnecessary 
burden on our minds.” — Dr. 
Edwin Lewis, Great Christian 
Teachings, pp. 91, 92. 

Regardless of what the Methodist 
authors may say, the Apostle Paul 
declares that the bodies of believ- 
ers who have died will be raised 
incorruptible. There will be a resur- 
rection of the very body which was 
put into the grave (I Cor. 15:42- 
44).

What a queer definition of a 
saint! The Bible teaches that a 
saint is one who is in Christ Jesus, 
a sinner saved by grace. A saintly 
life should characterize one who is 
a saint. God declares that all who 
are saved are saints. We are not 
made saints by our devotion, our 
loyalty, or our good will. How 
surprising then to find Kagawa and 
Gandhi named as saints! 


Human Nature — Methodist 
Leaders Deny Corruption of 
Human Nature. Our Fall 
in Adam Is Likewise 
Denied 


Human Nature. 


Dr. Rall asks the question, “Is 
human nature, as such, bad or 
good?” Then he answers, “We are 
mot born good or bad . . . badness 
too is what we choose, not what 
we start with” (Christian Advo- 
cate, July 26, 1945). 


“Later theology drew ll 
sorts of impossible conclusions 
from this idea of ‘the fall,’ 
such as that ‘in Adam’s fall 
we sinned all’ . A more 
Christian view of God, a bet- 
ter understanding of Scripture, 
and a more reasonable insight 
into human nature are push- 
ing these impossible conclu- 
sions out of the serious regard 
of men.” — Great Christian 
Teachings, p. 27. 

Dr. Lewis further comments up- 
on our human nature: “What used 
to be called in the child ‘natural 
depravity’ was nothing at all but 
the unorganized condition of the 
mecessary equipment for life.’— 
Great Christian Teachings, p. 33. 


In answer to the preceding state- 
ments, how clear is Romans 5:19, 
“For as by one man’s [Adam’s] 
disobedience many were made sin- 
ners.” This answers the question 
whether we had any part in Adam's 
fall. We are the children of wrath 
by nature: that is, as we are born. 
We are born in a state of sin and 
condemnation, the objects of wrath 
(Eph. 2:3). 


Saving Faith—Does Not Rest 
on Doctrinal Truth, 
Editorial States 


In the following article faith is 
declared to be a matter of “doing 
the best I know,” and does not nec- 
essarily rest upon the doctrines of 
Scripture. It teaches salvation by 
works. 

““He is a man of great 
faith,’ said one member of the 
church concerning another. ‘I 
have talked with him about 
these matters and I know he 
believes every one of the 
fundamentals.’ As if to believe 
in a series of doctrines is to 
have faith. Somewhere in the 
Scriptures it is said that the 
devils believe, but certainly 
that does not give them credit 
for having faith. 

“*I do not know much about 
the fine points my brethren 
have been discussing.’ said an 
old preacher, ‘But 1 am sure 
that God is going to stand by 
me as long as I am doing the 
best I know, I believe that be- 
cause I know Jesus would, and 
He said God was like that. 
That’s enough for me.’ 

“This is the kind of faith 
that the plain man or woman 
can understand. It is devoid of 
all theological niceties; it will 
stand up in practice.”—Editor- 
ial, Christian Advocate, July 
8, 1948. 

The Apostle Paul, however, told 
the Corinthians that they were 


saved because they believed certain 
doctrines concerning the Lord 
Jesus Christ—‘“That Christ died 
for our sins according to the scrip- 
tures; And that he was buried, and 
that he rose again according to the 
scriptures” (I Cor, 15:3,4). 


The New Birth — Methodist 
Leader Teaches That the 
New Birth Is Simply a 

Stage in Human 
Development 


“If heat is applied to water 
at a uniform rate, there is a 
regular, orderly rise of tem- 
perature to a certain point. 
Then something extraordinary 
happens. The volume of water 
is increased amazingly and it 
behaves so differently that we 
give it a new name—steam, 
with all its potential energy 
and power, Similarly, the birth 
of the soul is the boiling point 
in human development, when 
new qualities and °§ attitudes 
come into being, It is what the 
New Testament calls regenera- 
tion, a new birth, a new point 
of departure from which we go 
on to higher levels of being. 
But we must not forget that 
conversion is the beginning of 
an enterprise. It is a crisis in 
a continuing process. Not once 
or twice, but many times we 
may be converted by the 
bursting into bloom of some 
new spiritual insight.”—Dr. 
Lucius H. Bugbee, The Sanc- 
tuary, p. 27. 

How different this teaching is 
from the Word of God, which re- 
veals that the new birth is through 
the operation of the Spirit of God 
and the Word of God! (John 3:5). 
“Being born again, not of cor- 
ruptible seed, but of incorruptible, 
by the word of God, which liveth 
and abideth for ever” (I Pet. 1:23). 
This booklet would teach that the 
new birth is the “boiling point in 
human development.” Just develop 
the human until you “boil over” 
into being born again. God’s Word 
teaches that the new birth is not 
human development, but the en- 
trance of the new divine life of 
Christ. 


Satan—Methodist Leaders 
Deny the Personality 
of Satan 


“And the thought came to 
him, If thou art the Son of 
God, command that these 
stones be made bread... 


“The temptation to cast 
himself down from the pin- 
nacle of the temple, trusting 
to the promise that the angels 
would bear him up in their 
hands, is one to which reli- 


gious men are especially lia- 
ble .. 

“After this on some moun- 
tain peak of the imagination 
of our Lord, conscious of his 
power and genius, felt sure 
that he could unseat the prof- 
ligate wretch who was ruling 
the Roman world, and bring 
in a reign of justice... He 
resolved to seek power only 
by utter submission to the will 
of God, And so he said to this 
dazzling, false dream, Get thee 
behind me, Satan!’—Dr. Rol- 
lin H. Walker, Christian Ad- 
vocate, January 15, 1942. 


The scriptural teaching. of the 
personality of Satan is thus ruled 
out. Instead, we have such state- 
ments as, “the thought came to 
him.” Satan is not once mentioned 
as a person, The temptation comes 
from within, we are told. Christ 
“felt sure he could unseat the 
profligate wretch who was ruling 
the Roman world.” This was the 
temptation, a feeling arising from 
within Christ. The plain scriptural 
teaching that Satan offered the 
kingdoms of the world to Christ, 
if Christ would worship him, is 
denied, “A dazzling, false dream”’ 
arising from within our Lord is 
the naturalistic explanation of His 
temptation. 


Methodist Leaders Teach That 
Demons Are Mere Theories, 
Notions and Suppositions 


~ “We little realize how thor- 
oughly the Orient believed. in 
demons, To them demons, 
though invisible, were alive 
and real. When you really be- 
lieve in something your mind 


works “the whole matter out 


to the last detail. So had theirs 
regarding demons. 


“They had names for the 
demonic leaders, like Beelze- 
bub and Satan. They develop- 
ed theories as,to the origin of 
demons, like a war in Heaven 
with Satan being cast down 
upon the earth. They held no- 
tions as to how and where de- 
mons lived, as in animals and 
people, waste places, fire and 
water. They had suppositions 
as to the specific harm demons 
did, as sow diseases, work 
physical misfortunes, cause 
disasters, and derange the 
mind, In the face of these ter- 
rors, people worked out ela- 
borate incantations to repeat 
and made charms to wear, in 
the hope of protecting them- 
selves by scaring off these in- 
visible evildoers who came to 
plague men. All this seems 
strange to us but how real to 
them!”—Dr. Chester Warren 
Quimby, Christian Advocate, 
February 1, 1945. 


Demons, of which the Scriptures 
have so much to say, are declared 
to be the creation of the mind, and 
not real at all. The teachings of 
the Word of God on the subject 
are declared to be theories and 
notions of men, 


“Jesus contrasted the ‘single 
eye with the ‘evil eye.’ For the 
ancient Oriental the ‘evil eye’ 
had a definite and terrible 
meaning. Men belieyéd in de- 
mon possession. The air, they 
thought, was filled with in- 
visible evil spirits waiting to 
pounce upon one and work 
one harm. So the Gerasene de- 
moniac was thought to have a 
legion of demons infesting him, 
and the epileptic boy was be- 
lieved to be in the grip of an 
evil spirit. 

“These Orientals also be- 
lieved that a man could, by 
choice, ally himself with a 
wicked demon. He could then, 
through his eyes, work harm 
upon his fellows. With his evil 
eye he could, by just looking 
at a person, by fastening his 
eye upon him, bring upon his 
victim dire misfortune, terri- 
ble calamity and even death. 
Naturally men supposed to 
possess the evil eye were 
quakenly feared. Charms, in 
the form of crude flat glass 
discs resembling an eye, were 
worn to neutralize the dread 
power of the evil eye. 

“It is easy to class all this 
as ancient superstition—which 
it is—and smile the matter 
off . 


“Let us beware, for the ‘gob- 
lins’ll git you ef you don't 
watch out!’’—Dr. Chester W. 
Quimby, Christian Advocate, 
September 9, 1943. 

Once more the whole matter. of 
demon possession is declared mere- 
ly to be superstition. 


Methodist Leaders State That 
People No Longer Put Cred- 
ence in Demons; and That 
Belief in the Existence 
of Demons Is Wholly 
Unnecessary 


“‘Art thou come to destroy 
us?’ So shouted the demon in 
the man ‘with an unclean 
spirit.” The answer is: Yes! 
That is exactly why Jesus was 
there. Though men no longer 
put credence in demons, this 
story still has meaning. Jesus 
came to destroy anything real 
or imagined—that works ill to 
the human spirit. Things ima- 
gined can be as disastrous as 
things real.” 

“Even if the ancient demon 
belief was wholly illusionary, 
its effects were real. Some 
thought they had demons, and 
acted accordingly. Others 
thought certain neighbors were 
demon-possessed and treated 
them accordingly. Jesus, the 
first Christians soon learned, 
had destroyed demon power. 
In Him, they no longer felt 
demon fear. That is what gives 
this story its abiding truth... 

“While we no longer hoid 
such literal demon beliefs, we 
have plenty of modern, more 
paralyzing substitutes.’”’ — Dr. 
Chester W. Quimby, Christian 
Advocate, September 7, 1944. 

The whole impact of the above 
article is to show that demons ex- 
ist only in the imagination and 
are not real in fact. 

Bishop Francis J. McConnell 
conducted a morning devotional 


services at the General Conference 
in 1948 and chose as the basis of 
his message Mark 5:1-10. In his 
exposition Bishop McConnell de- 
nied that the man who dwelt in the 
tomb was demon-possessed and de- 
clared that the impression caused 
by the passing Roman soldiers 
made him think of himself as a 
regiment. I quote from Bishop Mc- 
Connell: 


“Probably the difficulty was 
that he had seen the Roman 
legions marching back and 
forth all the time until he 
thought of himself as a legion. 
He might have said to him- 
self, ‘Tramp, they are tramp- 
ing up and down on my nerves 
all the time. The name is Le- 
gion’—to make the word a lit- 
tle more familiar, we will say. 
He said, ‘What is my name? 
I don’t know.’ It might be, 
‘There is a legion, a regiment, 
tramping up and down my 
nerves all the time—regiment, 
regiment, regiment’. . , ‘That 
is my name,’ he said finally, 
‘regiment’... And then Jesus 
took an appropriate military 
command attitude and said, 
‘Come out of it...” 


The Bible gives as the reason 
for the name the presence of num- 
erous demons in the man. “And 
Jesus asked him, saying, What is 
thy name? And he said, Legion: 
because many devils were entered 
into him” (Luke 8:30). Bishop 
McConnell states that Jesus just 
told him to “come out of it.” There 
is no mention at all of the man 
being demon-possessed as the Bible 
plainly teaches, There is no men- 
tion in Bishop McConnell’s ex- 
position that Christ commanded 
the demons to come out of him. 
This man, Bishop McConnell teils 
us, was a “complete victim of split 
personality” and unable to adjust 
himself to his environment. I quote 
further: 


“The next thing that .hap- 
pened was this: He wanted to 
go along with Jesus, and Jesus 
said, ‘No, go back home.’ He 
asked him to do the hardest 
thing he possibly could do. I 
don’t know, maybe something 
back home had started him to 
being crazy in the beginning. 
Maybe his wife was a warrior. 
Maybe he came out of a sit- 
uation that had depressed him 
all the time. Jesus said, ‘Go 
back to it.’ I can put it all in 
scientific terms; but that 
doesn’t help you any. I looked 
this up this morning to find 
out what this man had, and 
there is a name for it. I don't 
know that I can pronounce it. 
Schizophrenia is what he was 
suffering with, That is to say, 
this disintegration, this break- 
up of the personality and the 
inability to adjust one’s self to 
one’s environment. That is 
what this is . . . This man’s 
personality was indeed very 
much split up. He thought he 
was a thousand soldiers in- 
stead of one man. If he was 
not a complete victim of split 
personality, I don’t know what 
we could call it. It was com- 
plete disintegration. And he 
was sent back home.’—Gen- 
eral Conference Minutes, 1948. 


Antichrist—“Methodist. Lead- 
er States That the Idea of 
Antichrist Is Due to 
Superstition” 
Antichrist is called a “creature 
of ancient superstition” in an edi- 
torial entitled, “Sanctified Super- 
stition.” The first paragraph is as 

follows: 

“Among the ancients certain 
symbolic values were attached 
to the letters of the alphabet 
around which various pagan 
superstitions developed. The 
number 666, for instance, was

the designation for evil and 
was used by the author of 
Revelation as the symbol of 
the Antichrist (a creature of 
ancient superstition also).” 
The concluding paragraph of the 
editorial is: 


“Whenever any religion mul- 
tiplies the superstitions which 
terrify the ignorant and cred- 
ulous, it abandons all claim 
on the respect or tolerance of 
honest and good men.” — 
Christian Advcate, February I, 
1945. 


Church Officers and Doctrine 
—Methodist Leaders Teach. 
That Bible Lays Little 
Stress on What An Of- 
ficer of the Church 
Is to Believe 


“Much emphasis is laid in 
some quarters today on mat- 
ters of doctrine. “What does 
he believe?” is the test applied 
to any who may aspire to 
leadership. But the author of 
the Pastoral Epistles gives 
scant attention to such quali- 
fications. Instead he looks for 
evidences of good character 
and blameless conduct.” — 
Know Your Bible Series, No. 
10, p. 23. 


Reading a statement like the 
above leads one to wonder if ail 
reason has left the author. How 
can anyone say that the author of 
the Pastoral Epistles gave scant 
attention to what a church officer 
needed to believe? See I Timothy 
1:11,15,19: 3:15,16; 4:1-6; Il Tim- 
othy 1:5,12,13; 2:2,15; 3:14-17; 4: 
1-4; Titus 1:9-11; 2:1. 


False Religions — Methodist 
Leader Teaches That False 
Religions Are Not Ene- 
mies, But That Christ 
Gathered From Their 
Exalted Insights 


“Time was when we declared 
that the other religions were 
enemies of Christianity, to be 
fought and denounced:” We 
were embarrassed when a fair 
study of the sacred literature 
of other faiths revealed some 
superlatively beautiful and 
true insighfs and _ teachings 
akin to those of our Bible. 
Now we believe that these 
great faiths — Mohammedan- 


ism, Confucianism, Hinduism’ 


and Buddhism—were honest 
and sincere expressions of 
man’s hunger and search for 
God and, in a measure, suc- 
cessful...

How can anyone state that these 
false religions, mentioned above, 
were im a measure successful in 
their search for God? Christianity, 
likewise, is defined as taking the 
best in heathenism and going be- 
yond. How different was Paul’s 
conception of Christianity.

Methodist Leaders Teach Pur- 
eatorial Discipline After 
Death 


“What we surmise is that 
between this world and the 
next—and the next—and the 
next—is moral continuity... 

“That purgatorial discipline 
will continue into the future 
life is an idea implicit in the 
total Christian view of things 

. Inevitably the human soul 
passes through a succession cf 
worlds until one of two un- 
changeable states is reached— 
the Heaven which is eternal 
life or the Hell which is etern- 
al death.”—Dr. Edwin Lewis, 
Christian Advocate, July 1, 
1943. 


Dr. Lewis believes that a soul 
reaches perfection through a grad- 
ual process during various stages, 
some of which even takes place as 
“the human soul passes through 
a succession of worlds” to come 
after death. The Bible, however, 
clearly teaches that a soul is made 
perfect before God by a sudden 
act of regeneration and cleansing, 
not a process, and in this life (John 
3:5, 16-18). When God gives sav- 
ing faith to a man, He at the same 
time imputes to him the perfect 
righteousness of the sinless Christ 
and thus reckons him as just, or 
perfect, in His sight. To teach, as 
does Dr. Lewis, that the perfection 
necessary to be accepted by God 
is to be attained through many 
Stages is to deny the Bible, return 
to Roman Catholic superstitions, 
and make the atonement of the 
Cross of Christ null and void, mak- 
ing salvation the reward of works 
and not a free gift. The whole 
teaching that there will be further 
opportunities after death to arrive 
at this perfect state before God is 
completely contrary to the Bible. 
(Paragraph quoted from The Mod- 


ernism of Methodism’s Leading

Hell and Heaven—Methodist 
Leaders Teach That the 
Bible Description of Hell 

and Heaven is “Imagi- 
nation Run Riot” 

“Men simply allowed their 

imaginations to run riot as 

they described the fate of the 

wicked and the bliss of the 


good in the time to come __. 
In the Revelation John made | 
a free use of them, and they 
passed thereby into the stream 
of Christian tradition.” — Dr. 
Edwin Lewis, Great Christian

In other words, Dr. Lewis teaches 
that the Revelation is not the writ- 
ing of a man inspired by the Holy 
Spirit, but what a man wrote as 
he allowed his imagination to run | 
riot. 


Second Coming of Christ— 
Methodist Leaders State 
That the Apostle John 

Gave Up the Idea of | 
the Lord’s Return 


and So Must We | 


“Wherever one goes among | 
church people these days he | 
hears about the Second Com- 
ing of Christ, for wartime al- 
ways brings a renewed inter- 
est in the future. But one sel- 
dom finds the subject men- 
tioned in our Methodist pul- 
pits... 


“But the author of the 
fourth Gospel frankly gave it | 
up. To him, Jesus has al- | 
ready returned, returned with | 
the Holy Spirit to dwell in| 
the hearts of men, To John| 
there is no reason for Chris- 
tians either to look back wist- 
fully or to look forward with 
yearning . 

“For Christians there is 
nothing greater than the spirit- 
ual "presence of Jesus in our 
lives. He was no closer to 
Peter, James and John than 
he can be to us. If he shouid 
come in the future in physical 
form, his bodily presence, re- 
mote and transitory as it 


would certainly be, could not 
possibly mean as much to us 
as his spiritual presence now 
day by day. 

“Our conclusion must be 
that there are things in the 
early Christian expectation of 


the Second Coming which have 
to be given up. Jesus did not 
come in the first century; He 
may not come in the flesh at 
all; it is highly doubtful 
whether He is to be expected 
to come to establish a king- 
dom by force.”—Rev. Lowell 
B. Haggard, Christian Advo- 
cate, September 14, 1944. 


The Apostle John never intended 
that the precious doctrine of the 
coming of the Holy Spirit should 
be the same as the Second Coming | 
of Christ. He never believed that 
these were identical. The proof is 
evident, because long after the 
coming of the Holy Spirit John 
still prophesies that the Lord’s re- 
turn is future. At least sixty years 
after the coming of the Holy Spirit 
at Pentecost, John wrote that the 
coming of Christ had not yet tak- 
en place, but was still future (Rev. 
1:7). John certainly did not give 
up the truth of the Lord’s return. 

We are also told that we must 
give up the hope of the Lord's re- 
turn. How fitting are the words of 
the Apostle Peter, “Knowing this 
first, that there shall come in the 
last days scoffers, walking after 
their own lusts, And saying, Where 
is the promise of his coming?” (II 
Pet. 3:3,4). The coming of Christ 
to establish a kingdom by force is 
clearly seen in Revelation 11:15; 
19:11-16. 


Methodist Leaders State That 
Paul Was Mistaken About 
the Second Coming and 
Also That Jesus Did 
Not Teach It 


“What can modern Chris- 
tians believe about the matter 
(the Second Coming) ? 

“Much of the confusion has 
resulted from the fact that we 
have been unwilling to admit 
that Paul was mistaken in any 
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respect, But certainly Jesus 
did not return in Paul’s time 
in the manner he evidently ex- 
pected he would return. Any 
sane interpretation of the doc- 


trine must begin with that|*° 


simple fact. 


“Then we need to remem- 
ber that the doctrine rests up- 
on no recorded word of Jesus. 
On one occasion Jesus did say, 
‘I come again, and will receive 
you unto myself’ (John 14:3), 
but obviously He was not at 
that moment discussing any 
‘Second Coming.’ If a belief in 
a Second Coming had been ab- 
solutely vital to Jesus’ gospel, 
we can be sure He would have 
made that perfectly plain, as 
He did in the case of the ne- 
cessity of repentance. 


“Paul gave it (matter of 
Second Coming) less and less 
attention as his ministry pro- 
gressed.

Watch therefore: for ye know 
not what hour your Lord doth 
come.” Matthew 25:31, “The Son 
of man shall come in his glory, 
and all the holy angels with him.” 
Luke 18:8, “Nevertheless when the 
Son of man cometh, shall he find 
faith on the earth?” 


As to the claim that Paul gave 
it less and less attention as his 
ministry progressed, it is signifi- 
cant to note that his last epistle, 
written shortly before his martyr- 


dom, closes with his expectation 
of the crown of righteousness 
“which the Lord, the righteous 


judge, shall give me at that day: 
and not to me only, but unto all 
them also that love his appearing”’ 
(II Tim, 4:8). 

The late Bishop Ernest Richard- 
son, who presided for many years 
over the Philadelphia area of the 
Methodist Church, stated very 
positively to the writer that the 


christ, that Jesus neither believed 
it, nor taught it and that this doc- 
trine is impossible from a Bibli- 
cal viewpoint.” 


Bishop Richardson put in 
writing “that premillennialism 
is a contradiction of practic- 
ally every essential teaching of 
the Saviour. A study of the 
entire Bible instead of over- 
emphasis on certain parts of 
it would make premillennial- 
ism an impossible doctrine.” 


Dr. Lewis also firmly denies the 
Bible truth of the personal return 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. 

“What would happen to a 
great utterance like the follow- 
ing, “The Son of man... shail 
send forth his angels with a 
great sound of a trumpet, and 
they shall gather together his 
elect from the four winds’— 
what would happen gf it were 
understood literally? We have 
here the language of poetry, 
of opulent imagination, not of 
sober fact.” — Great Christian 
Teachings, p. 89. 

“When, today, a boy or girl 
responds to the call of the gos- 
pel, Christ comes again, When 
as a result of long and patient 
teaching, some ancient evil is 
abolished, Christ comes again. 
Or when war shakes the very 
foundation of civilization and 
the number increases of those 
who cry out, ‘War must cease; 
men must be brothers,’ Christ 
comes again. This is the only 


doctrine of the Second Coming of

After Rome 
fell and the millennium did 
not come, the true historical 
setting of the book was pretty 
largely lost and fantastic spec- 
ulation took its place... 
Nothing could happen in 1941 
that could be a fulfillment of 
the prophecies of Revelation or 
of the other apocalyptic pro- 
phecies of the Bible.”—Rev.

It will not be by the 
action of any church “discovering 
techniques, and putting ethical 
ideals into common life,” but by 
the personal appearing of Christ in 
Glory who at His coming to earth 
will subdue the nations of the earth 
and their armies and take the 
throne and rule.

Kingdom to Come in Social 
Reforms 


The following editorial teaches 
that God’s Kingdom will come on 
the earth through better social con- 
ditions: 

“Christians who pray ‘thy 
kingdom come, thy will be 
done,’ are all too likely to 
think of the coming of the 
kingdom as a miracle by 
which Providence establishes 
righteousness on earth inde- 
pendently of any effort on the 
part of men, It is a comfort- 
able belief, for it leaves the 
individual 
sponsibility, and charges God 


wrongs right. 

“Such an attitude and such 
a doctrine are not Christian. 
When Jesus assigned to his 
disciples the duty of being 
‘witnesses in Jerusalem, Judea, 
and the uttermost parts of the 
earth,’ he made all Christians 
responsible for righting wrongs 
everywhere. As those wrongs 
are righted the kingdom 
comes... 

“When Cecil Rhodes, for in- 
stance, established the system 
of education for Rhodesia with 
its strong religious flavor he 
was setting up a new bound- 
ary for the kingdom. When 
Wilberforce waged war on the 
institution of slavery he was 
extending the lines on another 
front. When Henry Ford raised 
the issue of adequate wages in 
American industry he was 
voicing one of the ideals of 
the kingdom ... 

“A notable instance of the 
extension of the kingdom of 
God on earth comes to light 
in the recent action of the spe- 
cial session of the Georgia 
Legislature which in a speedy 
five-day action passed a serics 
of laws setting up a program 
of prison reform which em- 
braces twenty-seven points... 

“It is probably true that 
thousands of Christians who 
have devoutly prayed ‘thy 
kingdom come, thy will be 
done on earth,’ will not recog- 
nize the answer to their pray- 
ers in this new system of deal- 
ing with offenders, But the an- 


swer is there.” — Editorial. 
Christian Advocate, Nov. 4, 
1943. 


Again we have the emphasis up- 
on what man does. The kingdom 
comes without the personal pres- 
ence of the King but by social re- 
forms carried out by man, the 
Methodist leaders state. How dif- 
ferent is the teaching of the Word 
of God! “Then shall the Lord go 
forth, and fight against those na- 
tions, as when he fought in the 
day of battle. And his feet shall 
stand in that day upon the mount 
of Olives . . . And the Lord shail 
be king over all the earth: in that 
day shall there be one Lord, and 
his name one” (Zech. 14:3,4,9), 


The kingdom will be set up by 
the personal return of the King, the 
Lord Jesus Christ, 

It it difficult to find one funda- 
mental doctrine of the historic 
Christian faith that is not denied 
by the Methodist leaders whose 
writings are quoted in this chap- 
ter.

The Articles of Religion of the 
Methodist Church are true to the 
historic Christian faith, Concerning 
the person of Christ, the Articles 
declare: 

“The Son, who was the Word 
of the Father, the very and 
eternal God, of one substance 
with the Father, took man’s 
nature in the womb of the 
blessed Virgin; so that two 
whole and perfect natures, that 
is to say, the Godhead and 
Manhood, were joined together 
on one person, never to be di- 
se

ment. 

“Whereof is one Christ, very 
God and very Man who truly 
suffered, was crucified, dead 
and buried to reconcile His 
Father to us, and to be a sac-

Concerning the resurrection of 
Christ, the Articles declare: “Christ 
did truly rise again from the dead, 
and took again His body ae 
Regarding Original Sin the Arti- 
cles say: 

“Original sin standeth not 
in the following of Adam, but 
it is the corruption of the na- 
ture of every man, that natur- 
ally is engendered of the off- 


spring of Adam, whereby man 
is very far gone from original 
righteousness, and of his own 
nature inclined to evil and that 
continually.”"—The Discipline 
of the Methodist Church, 1948, 
p, 26. 


How clearly the Articles of Re- 
ligion teach salvation by faith. 


“We are accounted righteous 
before God, only for the merit 
of our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ, by faith, and not for 
our own works or deservings. 
Wherefore, that we are justi- 
fied by faith only is a most 
wholesome doctrine, and very 
full of comfort.”—The Disci- 
pline of the Methodist Church, 
1948, p. 27. 


A comparison of the quotations 
in this chapter with the Articles of 
Faith will reveal the great gulf be- 
tween what Methodist leaders are 
teaching and what the Articles of 
Faith state should be taught. Cer- 
tainly a man’s honesty is to be 
questioned when he teaches so con- 
trary to the standards of his church, 
When a Methodist preacher is re- 
ceived into a conference, he is re- 
quired to answer these questions 
affirmatively. 


“After a full examination do 
you believe that our doctrines 
are in harmony with the Holy 
Scriptures? Will you preach 
and maintain them?’’—The 
Discipline of the Methodist 
Church, 1948, p. 101. 


How then can a man conscien- 
tiously take a vow that he believes 
and will preach the Articles of 
Faith, and then preach and teach 
doctrines so opposite to them? 
Surely this is dishonesty!
